As 
you  pursue  your  careers  in  medicine,  we  are  confident  that  your  appreciation  of 
this  patient-oriented  experience  will  deepen  over  the  years. 

I  was  delighted  to  learn  that  you,  too,  are  taking  an  old  idea  and  making  it 
new  once  more  in  this  reincarnation  of  "The  Pulse"  yearbook.  It  will  undoubtedly 
be  your  companion  over  your  professional  lives,  in  the  early  years  as  a  ready 
reference  on  your  classmates,  in  later  ones  as  a  means  of  recreating  the  spirit  and 
atmosphere  in  which  your  success  had  its  origins.  Guard  it  well.
